Segregation of the blacks was suggested by 
Dr. C. 8. Bacon.

A, White. 

Let the south work out its own problem was 
the recommendation of Dr. W. A. Pusey. 

Recognize merit in the negro as in the white 
said Dr. Charles E. Bentley. — 


Suggests Inter marriage with Whites. 
Miscegenation ig the only natura! solu- 
tion of the negro problem, said Dr. Lysdton. 
“ Artificial hindrances have been set up in 
many states, but the justice of my stand is 
not open to question. Black or white, every 
person in our country has the right to marry 
whom he will. In spite of t now 
make such intermarriage this is 
bound to work itself out. 

“We commit a great evil if we attempt td 
confine the black stream within its own bor- 
ders, that it may flow along side by side with 
the white stream. The more closely the two 
are confined, the greater will be the danger of 
friction. 

{ “The time will come when the negro will 
be better educated, and then he will demand 
his rights. Under ambitious leaders the race | 
agitation will arise anew and with a terrible 
force. Then look out. There ie not room for 
the two races on the continent. You will 
not see this, and I am glad that I will not be 
here then.“ 

Dr. Bacon said the best source of light on 
the problem was in the statistical showing 
of the two races, their fecundity, morbidity, 
and mortality. 

* Estimates that the black race will soon 
outnumber the white have proved false, he 
said. “The mortality and sickness of the 
negro is far in excese of that of the white. 
Moreover, while the death rate of the whites 
is decreasing that of the blacks is increasing. 
In the south the infant mortality of the 
pegroes is twice that of the whites. 

„There te a constant tendency among the 
blacks to gather in congested districts. In 
the cities they gather in unwholesome quar- 
ters in poorer sections, and in the south they 
tend to collect they

RAILROAD FINDS PROOF OF 
FRAUD IN BQGUS TICKET. 


Southern Pacific Officials Unearth What 
May Be a Gigantic Swindle on Home- 
seekers. 


New Orleans, La., March [Special. 
Passenger officials of the Southern Pacific 
railroad here have just unearthed what 
promises to develop into a gigantic swindle 
and forgery of colonist tickets to the west. 
The perpetrators are supposed to be ticket 
scalpers in the east. 

There turned up in the New Orleans office 
today a colonist ticket reading from Council 
Bluffs, Ia., to Ogden, Utah, over the Illinois, 
Central, Chicago and Northwestern, and Un- 
ion Pacific, supposedly issued by the Louis- 
fana and Southern railroad.” 

There is no such railroad, but there is a 
small suburban line running from New Or- 
leans to Shell Beach, 4 distance of a few 
miles, known as the Louisiana Southern. 
The counterfeiters took advantage of the 
similarity of names to pass the tickets upon | 
the railroads and the public. 

The ticket is signed by J. M. Davis, gen- 
eral passenger agent. There is no such 
general passenger official in the railroad 
roster. 

The ticket has all the stamps and punches 
of a genuine coupon and easily passed cur- 


rency. 


ARREST PREACHER FOR THEFT. 


Los Angeles Pastor Confesses to Steal- 
ing Potted Palms on Way Home

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THE PIPE LINE CONSOLIDATION. 
In the April number of McClure’s Miss 

Tarbell makes it clearer than ever that Mr. 

Rockefeller, like Cecil Rhodes, regarded the 


—— of his life purpose as 
. something d closely akin to the accom- 


plishment of a life mission. Mr. Rhodes’ 
mission was to consolidate central Africa 
under the English flag. Mr. Rockefeller’s 
mission wus to consolidate the oil business 
‘under the management of the Standard Oil 
company. In both cases the mission was to 
be accomplished, even if some incidental 
damage had to be done to the imposing but 
cobwebby structure of contemporary ethical 
conventions. 7 

In 1877 Mr. Rockefeller had pretty well 
consolidated the refining business. Also, 
the Standard comtrolled about 40 per cent 
of the pipe line then in existence. The Em- 


pire Transportation company, a.creature of 


the Pennsylvania railroad, owned about 25 


per cent of the pipe line. The Empire began 
to fear that if the refining business were 


entirely consolidated it might lose its Share in dhe the most learned mathematician can- | 


pf the transportation business. It, there- 
te, invested in a few refineries of its own. 
Mri Rockefeller objected. It was unfuir, 
he said, to cut into his particular preserves. 
didn’t want to dominate transportation.

@bstraction of the victim’s blood.“ What 
Mr. Rockefeller really wanted was, by com- 
pletely controlling the refining business, to 
advance to a complete contro! of the two 
other parts of the oi] business, production 
and transportation. It was contrary to his 
interests, therefore, that the Empire should 
have refingties of its own. 

This the case, no one was surprised 
When, early in the spring of 1877, Mr. Rock- 
efellee informed the Pennsylvania railroad 
that Unless it compelled the Empire to sell 
lis refineries he would find other railroads 
which were willing to give him more equi- 
table treatment. The fight was on. The 
Central and the Erie sided with Mr. Rocke- 
feller. The Pennsylvania made head 
Against him by nppealing to the independent 
producers. But when rate cutting began 
the Pennsylvania found that the most inde- 
pendent. of independent producers would 


| @ccept low rates from a railway for whose 


moral character he had the most altitudi- 
nous contempt. The Pennsylvania lost hun- 
deeds of thousands of dollars. Also, at the 
game time, its-e:nployés struck and its traffic 
was tied up for weeks. The oi] war and 
the strike together were too much for the 
Pennsylvania. For the first time in its his- 
tory it had to omit a dividend, and its stock 
(par 50) fell to 27. , 

- Meanwhile the Standard had raised the 
price of oil, had kept it raised for nearly 
six, months, and had paid a dividend of 50 
per cent. The Pennsylvania capitulated. 
The Empire sold out tothe Standard. With- 
in a few months almost all the other inde- 
pendent pipe lines also sold out. In the. 
spring of 1878 Mr. Rockefeller controlled 
the pipe line business, Rebates began to 
expand. The few surviving independents 
paid $1.90 to the seaboard. The Standard 
peid 80 cents. Mr. Rockefeller’s weapon 
of tireless, remorseless underselling had 
been forged for him by the railroads and 


Was now kept by them in good condition. 


The end was almost in sight. 


ENLARGING THE ERIE CANAL. 

The-New York legislature has voted to 
submit to the people of the state the ques- 
tion whether they will authorize the ex- 
penditure of $101,000,000 to enlarge the 
Brie canal, so that it shall be navigable 
by’ 1,000 ton barges. The popular vote is 
uncertain. What are known as the non- 
canal counties will be against a measure 
which will tax them but which they do 
not believe will benefit them. The canal 
counties and New York City will take a 
different view. | | 

There is no question that the enlarge- 
ment of the canal will be of great value to 
the city and the state. The best route for 
@ waterway between the west and the sea- 
board traverses New York. The early util- 
ization of natural advantages gave the state 
a@ great start and aided materially in mak- 
ing the city the commercial center it is. 
While little has been done to hold trade 
by making the Hrie canal more serviceable, 
railroads have been built connecting the 
West with different seaboard cities, which 
have gained business at the expense of 
New York.

A 
mayor with the business education for 
which Mr. Harrison has so much contempt 
might wish he had a larger revenue at his 
command, but he would permit no expen- 
diture in excess of revenue. He would try 
to do the most he could with the money at 
his disposal, showing himself so good a 
business manager that the taxpayers would 
be willing to let the city have a larger in- 
come.

GUSTAVUS F. SWIFT. 

The death of Gustavus F. Swift removes 
another of Chicago’s leading “ captains of 
industry —a man who, in his time, had 
given employment to thousands, who had 
handled money by millions, and who had 
dealt not only with individuals and corpora- 
tions but also with mations. His product 
was one of the necessities of life to the indi- 
vidual—equally a necessity to the nation in 
time of peace, and still more so in time of 
war. 

The life of Mr. Swift was an illustration 
of the old proverb, Still waters run deep.” 
He began life in the humblest way among 
the sand dunes of Cape Cod; he closed it as 
one of the great powers in the industrial 
world. He had the characteristic qualities 
of the Yankee—industry, frugality, sharp 
sightedness, clear headedness, and clever- 
ness in molding circumstances and manag- 
ing affairs to his profit. He had also the 
qualities of the Cape Cod Yankee—quiet 
resoluteness, concentration upon a given 
purpose, reticence, and almost diffidence. 
He talked little but accomplished much, 
and let the results talk for him. 

Mr. Swift’s immense business must have 
been his main pleasure. To keep such a 
business going, and going successfully, re- 
quired the service of a man of great ability 
not only in combination but in concentra- 
tion. Fortunately, Mr. Swift was a man 
of that kind. He cared little for travel, for 
clubs, for public functions, or for amuse- 
ment. The three great concerns of his life 
were his home, his church, and his business. 
His home life was singularly happy, for he 
was in the midst of nine children. His works 
of charity were as unostentatious as they 
were numerous. His church, the Methodist, 
was the recipient not only of his loyalty but 
of his beneficence, and must greatly miss 
him. His business, which he built up from 
small beginnings to a market which covers 
the world, is a monument to his business 
ability, his clear foresight, his undaunted 
resolution, and his unflagging industry. 


THE MUSEUM BUILDING. —

building to house the art treasures he has 
collected and to present the building and 
its contents to the American nation. The 
report, which may be well founded, will 
remind Chicagoans that Mr. Marshall 
Field has offered them a splendid building 
to house the collections of the art museum 
he liberally endowed many years ago, when- 
ever they are ready to accept his offer.

THE TRANSFER OF CHILDREN. 

The Illinois general assembly now has the 
chance to pass one of the best bills relating 
to children that the state has ever known. 
It is entitled A Bill for an Act to Regulate 
the Surrender, Placing, and the Transfer of 
Children.” Its provisions are simple, con- 
sisting mainly of a genera! statement to the 
effect that no one shall place any child in 
any family home without first having ob- 
tained the written surrender or consent from 
its parents or some person having the right 
to control the custody of such child, unless 
the child has been committed to the person 
placing it by a competent court.” 

The result of this bill, if it goes on the 
statute books, will be to restrict that “ traf- 
fic in children” which was the subject of 


a startling paper read by Justice Hur- 
ley of the Visitation and Aid society at 


the last IMinois conference of charities. 
The number of children passed from one 
place to another as if they were chattels is. 
larger than persons not acquainted with the 
circumstances suppose. The baby farmer 
and the unscrupulous children’s society 
agent are able under the present law to con- 
duct their operations without check. It 


ought not to be possible to surrender, place, 


and transfer children without adequate doc- 


uments. from parents, guardians, or courts. 


The new bill will make such documents nec- 
essary.

NGLAND’S lords spiritua}—that is to

Will Haggard, whose name has been 
- brought forward in parliament in London and 
in the press on both sides of the Atlantic in 
connection with an unpleasant reference by 
him to the United States secretary of lega- 
tion at Caracas, contained in a dispatch inad- 
vertently published Tithe last English par- 


..| lamentary blue book on the Venezuelan im- 


broglio, is certainly a most unfortunate diplo- 
mat, and is so constantly getting himself into 
trouble that he would probably have been 
shelved long ere this had it not been for the 
fact that he is persona grata with the king 
and especially with the queen, having been 
a frequent guest at Sandringham. 

Thus some years ago, not long after his 
appointment as British minister at Caracas, 
he addressed a dispatch to Lord Salisbury, in 
which he warned him that the Venezuélan 
government was not to be trusted, and that 
bad faith characterized the dealings of the 
Venezuelan authorities, both in their official 
dealings and in their personal intercourse. 
The dispatch was, of course, strictly confi- 
dential. But by some means analogous to 
those which led to the publication in the 
American press of the equally confidential 
letter of the Spanish envoy at Washington, 
Dupuy de Lome, Haggard's dispatch: found 
its way into some of the West Indian papers, 
whence it was naturally copled by the 
Venezuelan press. 

Naturally, Haggard ceased to be persona 
grata at Caracas, and had the government 
to which he was accredited been a more 
powerful one he would doubtless have speedily 
been recalled by his own government, or 
else handed his passports by the Venezuelans. 
But in spite of the appeals of the authorities 
at Caracas, Haggard was kept on tbere by 
the British government, Lord Salisbury tak- 
ing the ground that it was impossible to ac- 
cord any official recognition to utterances of 
a confidential character which had only been 
obtained for publication by means of theft. 
And the consequence was that Haggard has 
been kept on at Caracas until now, though I 
presume that since the publication of his last 
dispatch concerning his United States col- 
leagues it will be found well either to transfer 
or to shelve him. 3 

Will Haggard, who its a brother of Rider 
Haggard, the novelist, spent some years at 
Washington as secretary of the English mis- 
sion; during the period that Sir Edward 
Thornton was in charge thereof. His stay 
was, however, brought to a close by his mar- 
riage, in defiance of Sir Edward's protests, to 
a well known divorcee, Mrs. Carrie Kinney, 
by birth a member of the famous Carroll 
family. Sir Edward insisted on Haggard’s 
leaving Washington, and agcordingly the 
newly wedded couple removed to London, 
Haggard deing departmental work at the 
foreign office, his appointment as secre- 
tary to any mission in Europe being rendered 
difficult by the fact that his wife was a di- 
vorced woman, and as such debarred from 
presentation at the English court. 

The union was nota happy one. There had 
been misapprehensions and disappointments 
on both sides with regard to money matters, 
and one day, after a particularly stormy 
scene, Haggard obtained permission from his 
chief to take the place of one of the secre- 
taries of legation at Teheran, who had been 
forced to leave his post suddenly on account 
of sickness. 

Haggard left the same night for Persia 
without returning home or making any pro- 
‘vision for the welfare or maintenance of his 
wife. Some three months later, Mrs. Hag- 
gard finding her husband declined to answer 
any of her letters, or to give any sign of life, 
returned to this country, where, in the courts 
of some western state, she secured a divorce 
against Haggard on the ground of desertion 
and nonsupport. 


— 
On receiving this information Haggard re- 
turned from Persia to England, and, learning 
that the American divorce obtained by his 


wife in no wise-.liberated him from his matri- 


monial bonds, he applied to the English Court 
of Divorce for a dissolution of marriage. A 
decree was granted to him thereupon on 
statutory grounds, the English courts taking 
the position that inasmuch as the American 
decree of divorce was invalid in Great Britai 
the third husband whom Mrs. Haggard h 
married in this country could only be consid- 
ered as a co-respondent and not as her legal 
spouse. 

This English decree of course exempted 


Haggard from paying any kind ofalimony to 


his American ex-wife, and serves to illustrate 
the fact, which must be borne in mind by 
every American girl who marries a foreigner 
—namely: that by her marriage she becomes 
a citizen of the country of which her husband 
is a native, and that thenceforth the 
courts of her adopted land are alone compe- 
tent to dissolve her matrimonial bonds. ’ 

Haggard has since married an English 
woman, a Miss Emily Hancox. Heis a man 
of private means, owning a pretty country 
place, Bradenham hall, in Norfolkshire. In 
spite of his long career—he joined the diplo- 
matic service some thirty-five years ago—he 
still remains without any token of govern- 
ment recognition in the shape of a decoration 
or knighthood. 

Talking of orders, it may be mentioned that 
the London Times has established a strict 
rule forbidding any of its correspondents 
from accepting distinctions of this kind, the 
only exception ever made having been that in 
favor of De Blowitz. TheArthurs, who are 
the proprietors, themselves set the example 
by refusing on no less than four occasions 
offers of peerages from the English crown.

In his fourth | 
and last he renewed the alliance and the 
shock; this ended the wars between the 
“Most Christian King and hies Most 
Catholic Brother.“ Next Francis spent his 
geal in torturing and burning Protestants. 
With sword and flame he exterminated the 
Waldenses, a simple, inoffensive people, and 
made of their villages‘wilderness. This was 
his most damning sin. In times of peace 
Francis indulged in folly and passions: but, 
a love of literature having distinguished 
him from his youth, he gathered the most 
learned men at his court and founded that 
famous ancient régime which ended with the 
revolution. His vices and weaknesses were 
those of his age, but he raised the character 
of the French nation, established an equita- 
ble administration of government and saga- 
cious institutions, contributing much to the 
march of progress.

ties, and will need te buy no pig iron of out- 
side parties.’
